Critical repairs to the New Orleans Museum of Art HVAC systems: Replacement of (19) failing, end of life air handling units critical to the
respiratory health of visitors, volunteers, and employees. Recent failures, and the inability to properly control the existing air handlers have
been responsible for damage to the art, as well as complaints by visitors and employees in regards to the compromised air quality in the
building. NOMA is out of compliance with Federal and ASHRAE guidelines, and the Alliance of Art Museums' accreditation for the display and
storage of art. The replacement of these existing air handlers is critical to the preservation of the building, as well as the on going
maintenance of the irreplaceable fine art collection.

Replacement of the air handling units for the NOMA HVAC system is critical to the respiratory health of our visitors, volunteers, and
employees, as well as the long term stability of the entire art collection. The new equipment would reduce the exposure to continuous
complaints by visitors and employees in regards to the lack of environmentally safe air quality in the building, as well as bringing NOMA in

compliance with Federal and ASHRAE guidelines, and maintaining the AAM accreditation for the storage and display of art.
